connected with such Penitentiary, or for materials to be
used in any such buildings.
Sec. 2. Should any person, in the contemplation of
section one of this act, of the Iowa Penitentiary, be or ¥ostion of this
become in any manner interested in eontracts for fur. Temeveland fe
nishing provisions, clothing or other necessaries for the
use of such Penitentiary, or be or become in any man-
ner interested in contracts for buildings, or the construc-
tion ot buildings, of any kind, in any way connected
with such Penitentiary, or for furnishing material of
any kind for the construction of such buildings, such of-
ficer so interested, shall, on proof being made of hisbe-
ing so interested, be removed from office, and shall for-
feit any interest he may have in any such contract, and
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on conviction of being so interested by a court of com-
petent jurisdiction shall be fined in any sum not more
than two thousand dollars nor less than fire hundred
dollars.

Sec. 8. The Prosecuting Attorney of Lee county
for the time being, and after the abolishment of the of-
fice of Prosecuting Attorney, the District Attorney of
the Judicial District in which Lee county may be situ-
ate shall prosecute any complaint made against any offi-
cer or other person who may become subject to the pro-
visions of this act.

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its
publication in the Iowa Tri-Weekly Citizen and Iowa
State Journal.
